REASONS 

[REASON 1] 

The below-described claim of this application cannot be granted a patent 
because it does not satisfy the provision of Patent Law the First Paragraph of Section 
29(1) in the below-described point. 

REMARKS 

The invention of claim 7 includes an activity of a medical doctor or medical 
device practiced on a human body, and it is considered as a diagnostic method 
practiced on a human body. Therefore, it cannot be considered as "an invention 
which is industrially applicable" in the first paragraph of Section 29(1).

The invention(s) relating to the below-described claims of this application 
cannot be granted a patent under the provisions of Patent Law Section 29(2), 
because the invention(s) could be easily invented by those skilled in the art before the 
filing of this application, based on the invention(s) described in the following 
publication(s) distributed in Japan or a foreign country or through an electric 
communication line prior to the filing of this application. 
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REMARKS (refer to the list of the cited references) 

CLAIMS: 1-8 

CITED REFERENCES: 1-5 
NOTE: 

The cited reference 1 discloses a solution conductivity type carbon dioxide 
gas density sensor having a carbon dioxide gas permeable film that covers an 
electrode for measuring solution conductivity, wherein gas absorption liquid is filled 
between the electrode and the carbon dioxide gas permeable film. 

The cited reference 2 discloses a carbon dioxide sensor which uses a liquid 
with substantially no electrolyte (high-purity water) as absorption liquid. 

The cited reference 3 discloses a carbon dioxide gas sensor having a film of 
liquid (a support such as gauze, etc. or gel type absorption liquid) contacted with a 
gas permeable film and an electrode. 

-Regarding to claim 1 

The cited references 1-3 are directed to a carbon dioxide sensor; therefore, 
those skilled in the art can easily invent the invention of claim 1 based on a 
combination of the cited references 1-3. 

-Regarding to claim 2 

There is no unique operation and effect found in the present application by 
measuring with an alternating current. 

-Regarding to claims 3-4 

Limitations in claims 3-4 are merely a matter of design choice. If necessary, 
see the cited reference 4. 

-Regarding to claims 5-8 

A technique for embedding a carbon dioxide sensor in a catheter and 
inserting it to a body has been well-known conventionally (e.g., see the cited 
reference 5). Moreover, there is no unique operation and effect found in the present 
application by measuring carbon dioxide inside/outside a body. 

[REASON 3] 

The disclosures of claims of this application do not satisfy the provisions of 
Patent Law Section 36(6)(ii) because of the following reason. 
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REMARKS 

(1 ) It is not clear what "a film of liquid" meansin claim 1 . 

(2) In claim 2, it is disclosed that "said electrical potential has a frequency of 20 to 
10000 Hz"; however, "Hz" is a unit of frequency but not a unit of electrical potential. 
Therefore, the disclosure is not clear. 

(3) A concrete structure of a chamber cannot be specified by the disclosure of 
claim 1; therefore, the invention is not clear. 

(4) In claim 4, it is not cleat what and to a surface of what "surface attachment 
means" attaches. 

(5) In claim 6, the expression "preferably 5 ' makes the invention unclear. 

(6) In the expression "determining pC0 2 or pressure" in claim 8, it is not clear that 
the "pressure" means whose "pressure".
